Subject: Composite rate of exchange between the Indian Rnpee 
and the Rouble for purposes of recovery of rupee 
equivalent of the Rouble disbursements made out of 
the Soviet Credits consequent on changes In the 
rate of exchange between the Indian Rupee and the 
Rouble arising from the Protocol dated 25th Novem¬ 
ber, 1978 between the Government of India and the 
Government of the USSR.

No. 15-ITC (PN)/72 dated the 28th January 1972 and Public 
Notice No. 8-ITC (PN)/76 dated the 17th January 1976 indi¬ 
cating the method of calculating the composite rate of exchange 
for various currencies like D.M., Yen, etc., consequent on 
floatation of various major international currencies. 

2, In so far as Soviet Credits are concerned, the composite 
rate of recovery upto 24th November, 1978 was based on the fixed 
Rupee-Rouble exchange rate of Rs. 8.333 to one Rouble. How¬ 
ever, aftei the signing of the Inter-governmental Protocal d ated 
25th November 1978 between the Government of India and the 
Government of the USS'R, a new exchange rate of Rs. 10 per 
Rouble was fixed with effect from 25th November, 1978. This 
rate of exchange is subject to changes from time to time i n accor¬ 
dance with the provisions of the Protocol dated 25th November 
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1978, as explained in Public Notice No, 3-ITC (PN)/79 dated the 
5th January 1979. These changes in the exchange rate are also 
notified through Public Notices, the last Public Notice in the series 
being Public Notice No, 46-lTC(PN)/79 dated the 31st August 

1979, 

3. As regards the composite rate of exchange for purposes of 
recovery by the Government of India of the rupee equivalent of 
the Rouble disbursements made out of the Soviet Credits (to 
the Soviet suppliers of goods/ services) from the Indian benefi¬ 
ciaries, this will be calculated in accordance with Public Notice 
No, 8-ITC(PN)/76 dated the 17th January 1976. Accordingly, 
the composite rate of exchange is to be worked out by adding 
1 % to the official exchange rate between the Rupee and Rouble 
and rounding off the resultant figure at the second decimal 
place to the next higher Integer. On this basis, the composite 
rate of exchange with effect from 25-11-1978 will be as follows:—

4. As and when furthor changes in the official exchange rate 
between the Indian Rupee and the Rouble take place in accor¬ 
dance with the Inter-governmental Protocol dated the 25th 
November 1978, the composite rate of oxchange will be deter¬ 
mined by adding 1 % to the ruling official exchange rate and round¬ 
ing off the resultant figure at the second decimal placo to the 
next higher integer in the same manner as detailed in the preced¬ 
ing paragraph. The Indian importers under the Soviet Credits 
and Authorised Dealers in foreign exchange may operate on this 
basis in future, unless notified to the contrary.
